THE SANITARY BOARD. 

‘The usual. fortnightly mocting of the 
Sanitary | Board wos’ bold this. afternoon, 
Mr F. H. Mev, (Captsin Suporintondent 
of Police) presiding. There were slso 
preasnt—Hon. Dr Ho Kai, Dr W, Harti- 
gan, Mr R. K. Leigh, and Mr H. Mo(al- 
lum: (Secretary). 


AYSIGNATION OF MI LAU WAI OBUEN. 
A letter was read from the Acting Co- 
lonial Secretary, accepting tho resignation 
of Mr Lau Wai Chuen. . 


INSANITARY HOUSES, 

Mr J. R. Crook, Sanitary Survoyor, 
submitted a long report en tho state of 
house drains in Westera Street, Fuk Luk 
Lane, Third Siraet and ‘Gough Street. 

Tho following minutes wero appanded :— 

.Dr Hartigan—The defects pointed out 
should bo remedied. 

Mr J. J, Francis, Q.0.—This report on 
the state of the houses on Toland lot 679 is 
much more detailed than apy tg which we 
hava been accustomed, and, 20 far, a great. 
improvement ; but it canuot be acted on in 
its present etate as tharo is no certificate by 
the Surreyor that tho ‘drains are in an 
insanitary and defective condition.” With- 
out this the Board cannot act. 

Thie report doos not ‘distinguish the 
properly of different owners, and it 
maixes up in a vory confusing way things 
that mast and ought to be kept separate. 
There ate somo defects common to the 
whole block that can onty be put right by 
the redrainage of the whole bleck on a 
common plan, and by special order com- 
raunfosted to all the owners and roquiring 
thelr co-operatiin, Thera ore defects, 
poculisr to each house, different in’ each in 
aome Tespects, which only the ownor of the 
house can be noticad snd called ‘upon to 
repair, There sro dofects which seem to 
me to haye mothing to do with the drainage 
byo-laws at all, aa Mr Drury remarks about 
the absence of res! kitchons in 33, 35, 37, 
89. . This may requira tho attention of tho 
Board under other bye-lawe, but is not rele- 
yant in this report. There are remarks 
about the pavement of Fook Loong Lane 
and the necessity of relaying it and maaing 
provision for keoping the storm-water out 
of the Pok Fo Lum Road that seem to me 
outsida the scope of the report at a'l. 
They concorn the P.W.D., if any ono. It 
is useless Isying a complicated report of 
that sort before the Board, It eannot 
make s just or fair order on it, It could 
only do tight and justice by saveral orders. 
‘A propor roport on a block of houses ahould 
be of practical value. 

(1) State the No. of tha lot or lots in the 
block sud tho boundaries by streets and 
otherwise. : 

(2) The number of houses in it, streets 
and Noa. 

(3) The state of the drainage of the 
block, the detailed defects in it (as dis- 
tinguished from the defects in the house 
drains), tho defects nesding remedy and 
the suggestions for their cure, either entire 
or partial reconstruction of drains. 

(4) The ownership of the houses in the 
blocks, the defects in each house of each 
owner; the recommendations am to gach 
ownar. < 

(5.) If attention has to be called, os 
often may bo necessary, to defects in the 
condition of the public streets, sewers, dc, 
Or, to other sanitary doficiencios in the 
houses, not within the operation of the 
drainage bye-lawa; separate reports should 
bo sent in or addenda be made to the 
roport, at the end thereof. 

‘Where only one house is boing reported, 
the matter is simple and the printed form, 
in‘ elligently filled up, may suflice, but in 
Toporting on 4 number of houses or on a 
block some more legical arrangement is 
deairabla, 

‘The Saperintendent might easily prepare 
jnatroctiona as to the matter and form of a 
full and regular report. It will greatly 
facilitate hia work if he does ao. 

What order or ordera can he ask the 
Board to make on this report without 
himself golag through it in detail and 
working out the separate owners and di- 
viding the responsibility. 

J do not lose sight of the fact that in this 
particular caso the whole block dealt with 
may be tho property of one owner, but it ia 
unhkely and is not the commun case. 

Mr R, EK. Legh—I agree with Mr 
Francis’ memo, 

The Director of Public Works—The 
honses in Western Street, Fuk Luk Lane, 
and Third Street are, I believe, all situated 
in one lot, viz, I. L, 679; and Fak Lok 
Lane isa private laue and, consequently, 
ite condition is a matter for tha Sanitary 
Board to deal with aud not the P. W. D, 
Tagree with Dr Fartigan. 


The President said he did not agree with 
Mir Francis. It wan not for the Survayer 
to inquire who were the ownera of houses, 
That could be done by the Secretary of the 
Board, alter the Board bad decided that 
the defecta must be remedied. When tho 
notice vas getved it would be stated that 
the Surveyor had foucd the drains in a de- 
fective or insanitary condition, He moved 
that the owners be called upon to rodrain. 

Dr Hartigan setonded. . 

Agreed.

THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR. 


THE JAPANESE AT Ti-LIEN- WAN, 
Shanghai, Nov, 17. 

By a passenger arriving from Ohefoo, to- 
day, ve leara that H.B.M.S. Severn, which 
has been at Ta-lion-wan for avvoral days, 
Jeft there on the [4th for Obefoo, Her 
officers report that on thit day there wero 
15 Japaneas men-of-war, 17 torpedo- boats, 
and 20 transports in Ta-lieu-wan Bay, and 
the Japanese were busily engaged in forti- 
fying that place in accordance with theit 
own ideas. 

Aversion of tha capture of Ta-lien-wan 
received from Chefoo states that when tho 
Japanese flact, which was timed to assis 
the land forces in taking the placa, steamed 
into the harbour on tho 8th, they wero 
tmneh surprised to see the Japanese ensign 
fying. Tho land forco had reached the 
neighbourhood late on tie evening of the 
7h, intending to attack the noxt day. One 
gun waa fired from the forts, and thon all 
wad silence. Scouts were sont out to leara 
the situation, ahd theso, upon reaching tle 
farta, found them deserted. The Japanes 
on taking possession, found the guns all 
loaded and primed ready for discharging.— 
Mercury.

A JAPANESE ARMY PROCLAMATION. 


Lieut.-General Sakum, on the 24th ult, 
gave instructions 9 the Third Army, under 
bis command, thot Japan being the fint 
econstry of the East which had adopted 
sivilization as her path, held tho responsible 
position to lead other hitherto nocivilized 
states into the way of civilization. So what- 
ever way the enemy may oct, Japan mut 
irced the way of justice, and while carr ying 
reform into a barbarous wuntry, the dignity 
of Japan must be upheld in the world. He 
then specified the sonditions to be observed 
by the army. 


1. That the people of the enemy’s country 
who do not offer resistence, should be con- 
soled as much a is possible. 

2, No such act is ta be committed, as to 
insult the wounded captives, or those who 
have surrendered, or to deprive euch of their 
clothes or properties, 

3. The enemy’s dead shall not be be- 
headed, their noses out off, or thoir eyes 
taken out, In short, Japanese soldiers tre 
warned against , prepetrating acts of 
bratality. 

4, That fire ehell notbe set to places with- 
out due cause. 

5, The dwellings andcultivated fields of 
the onemy’s country ehall not be destroyed. 

G. Females in the enemy’s country slall 
not be violated, or other indecent acts com- 
mitted. 

+7, In the enemy's country, tombs are not 
to be dug out or damaged. 

8. Private property af the people ehall not 
be plundered. 

9. No forced sale or purchase effected, 

30, Our enemy being the Chinese aray, 
people of other nationility should be lovd, 
and friendship shown to them, and our 
soldiers should not be guilty of violent or 
tash acte, 

11, Besides the above, deads unworthy of 
the honour of our arpy shall not be per-

It is reported upon excellent authority 
that aa the result of the investigations by 
the Peking Commission into certain mys- 
terious occurrences in Szechuen, and tho 
embezzlement by high officials of vast mms 
of money, extending over _& long serics of 
yeara, Liu Ping-chasg, Viceroy of Bue- 
chuen, has been seized in hia yamGu by the 
aoldiers of an oflicar appointed by tho Pok- 
ing Government for that’ purpose, ond 
carried off aa 5 coumon criminal. The 
charge against the Viceroy is an ex- 
traordinary snd sensational’ one, being 
nothing less than murdering the Totar 
General Kong Show at Cheng-tu by ad- 
ministeting poison. It is belived that the
